Pregnant women are more vulnerable during a disaster Pregnancy requires women and families to make ail kinds of preparations, 
incitiding special preparations Here are a few tips: 

€> Contact your local oftlciaLs who manage the shelters to which you may evacuate. Ask for information on any special 
procedures in place for pregnant women 

® It’s verv' imponant to realize that vou rnav deliver at an alternate hospital or birthing facility. Think about where you would 
deliver at in the event of road closures or in the event that you are instructed to evacuate, especially if you're close to your 
delivery date, 

® Contact your physician and request copies of your records and any special or recommended precautions you should take or 
be awai*e of Keep this information with the other important records you w'ili take with you 
® Pack prenatal vitamins, or perhaps an extra supply of over-the-counter vitamins, along with extra matenihy clothes 
® Fill prescription medications in advance, 

® Have bottled water and non-perishable food supplies on hand. Tr\^ to stock food that is high in protein and low in fat. 

® You should do their best to eat regularly and nutritiously and drink plentv of water. You also should do >'Our best to get 
enough sleep and to rest quietly (lying down with feet up) for a few minutes several times a dav. 

Pregnant women should know^ the signs of labor and if they experience any of these svmptoms, should NOT wait to seek 
immediate care. Preterm labor is any labor before 37 w'eeks gestation, 

The signs of labor are: 

® Contractions (the abdomen tightens like a fist) every 10 minutes or more often 
® Change in vaginal discharge (leaking fluid or bleeding from the vagina) 

« Pelvic pressure—the feeling that the bab> is pushing down - low', dull backache 

® Cramps that feel like a period - abdominal cramps with or without diarrhea 

By taking the time to make these preparations, you will be able to cope during the stress and uncertainly a hurricane can create.
